An Ancient Weapon 


Cannon Dating From the Year 1547 
Captured by the British at 
Bagdad 

Rajim-I-Jan-Rumiyya is 
on the old Persian gun which, at the 
request of King George V., now 
stands on the Horse Guards Parade 
for inspection by the public. It was 
captured *by the British on. their en- 
try into Bagdad, and was sent by Sir. 
Stanley Maude and the British expe- 
ditionary force under his command as 
a gift to the king. The gun dates 
from the year 1547, and was built by 
the Shah -of Persia, Iemail Il, to 
wage war with against the urks, 
who were giving support to his re- 
bellious brother. Part of the gun’s 
inscription states that “The Com- 
mander of Victory and Help, the 
Shah, desiring to blot. out all trace 
of the Turks, ordered Dgiev to make 
this Gun.” The inscription goes on 
to describe the capacity of the gun 
for “spitting out fire like a dragon.” 
Rajim-I-Jan-Rumiyya is a chrono- 
gram for the year of the Hegira 954, 
which is A.D, 1547, the date the gun 
was made for war against the Turk. 
—Christian Science Monitor,

Prairie Provinces’ 
Butter Production 
More Than Two and a Quarter Mil- 


lion Pounds Produced in 
Three Provinces 


By a recent order of the Dominion 
government requisitioning all the 
creamery butter produced in Canada 
during the period from September 30 
to November 9 to supply. the needs 
of the allied nations in Europe, atten- 
tion is drawn to the importance of 
the output of the Prairie Provinces. 
It is estimated that 650,000 pounds of 
creamery butter will be produced in 
Manitoba during this period, while 
in Northern Alberta alone half a mil- 
lion pounds will be manufactured. If 
another half million pounds is added 
for Southern Alberta. and | three- 
quarters of a million pounds for Sas- 
katchewan—and these figures might 
easily be short of the mark—more 
than two and a quarter’ million 
pounds of creamery butter will be 
produce@ in the three provinces in 
the six weeks’ period. The dairy in- 
dustry in Western Canada is growing 
in importance month after month 
and year after year.

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Plant for Saskatchewan 


Gas Derived From Straw Can Be 
Used Successfully 


The possibilities of straw for the 
urpose of furnishing heating, light- 
ng, cooking and motive power have 
récently been the subject of consid- 
erable investi ation in Saskatchewan, 
where approximately twenty million 
tons of straw have gone annually to 
waste. Recent demonstrations at 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, have 
shown that the gas derived from 
straw can be used successfully for 
the propelling of motor cars, trac- 
tors, stationary engines and the like. 
The process of obtaining the gas, and 
the manner in which it may be used 
were also demonstrated at a chemi- 
cal exhibition at New York recently. 
It is now intended by the Dominion 
government to establish a small plant 
near Saskatoon this winter for the 
purpose of furtHer’ experimentation, 
the result of which may lead to 
plants being installed on almost ev- 
ery farm in the country, effecting a 
considerable saving to facmners, ith 
the installation of a $500 plant it is 
claimed to be possible to produce in 
an hour and a half enough gas to 
last an ordinary farm house three 
weeks.

Swedish “Embroidered Rug 


Found in Curiosity Shop in the 


United States 


A typical example of Swedish house- 
hold art, worthy of a place in the 
Swedish museum at Skansen, came 
to light when a heavy wool] embroid- 
ered carriage rug was found in a cu- 
riosity shop in the States lately, Al- 
though it has seen service on a pol- 
ished floor, the fair blond of Scania 
never intended it for a rug. In the 
homeland it was a robe for a sleigh 
or carriage and taken indoors to cov- 
er carved wooden benches, the hew- 
ed tables or a built-in bed.

How a Camel is Shod 


Strenuously Objects to Having His 
Feet Touched 


A camel is a vesy wise beast. Al- 
though its feet are covered with na- 
tural pads or layers of thick skin, 
blisters sometimes form, and chese 
are exceedingly troublesome. When 
a horse has a sore foot he will us- 
ually hold it up and stand patiently 
while the trouble is being corrected. 
This is not so with the camel, He 
simply lics down when a long jour- 
ney has caused his foot to blister and 
nothing will persuade him to move; 
in this way the camel driver knows 
that something is wrong, and he im- 
mediately looks around to find the 
blister. This has to be done’ with 
caution, for the eamel strenuously 
objects to having his feet touched, 

When the blister is located, four 
or five of the strongest men in the 
carayan suddenly rush upon the cam- 
el when he is not looking, and throw- 
ing him on his side, tie him fast so 
that he cannot move a muscle. Then 
they take a piece of leather large 
enough to cover the blistered place 
and sew it on the bottom of the foot, 
the skin there being so thick that 
the sewing docs not hurt the animal, 
The feather that is used in the shoe- 
ing.process is made from the camel 
skin. When one of the beasts dies, 
the thickest portions of the hide are 
cut off and saved just for making 
these particular shoes. With infinite 
patience the drivers “work” this lea- 
ther, stretching it in all diretcions so 
as to make it pliable, The result is 
that it becomes very soft, and the 


-eamel, relieved by such a shoe, is 


willing to continue his journey. Yet, 
though the camel appears so grate- 
ful after the shoeing is finished, he 
will never submit to the operation 
willingly, and every time he has to 
be taken unawares and tied up be- 
fore his foot can be touched.—The

Furnace Dust Gives Potash! 


potassium 


ash salts. 


Each Month That Passes Makes 
England Independent of Ger- 
man Material 

The board of trade Journal pub- 
lishes a remarkable article on the 
British supplies of potash, showing 
the important progress which has 
been made during the war in the pro- 
duction of potash in Great Britain. 

One of the most startling sources 
of the new supply is from blast fur- 
nace dust, from which potash is ob- 
tained by a cheap and simple  pro- 
cess consisting primarily in an addi- 
tion of a small proportion of com- 
mon salt to the charge of the  fur- 
nace, which releases the potash pre- 
sent in the ore and causes it to be 
volatized with the emerging gases as 
potassium chloride. 

As a result of experiments on a 
large scale it was cstimated that it 


would be possible to recover 50,000 


tons of potash salts per annum from 
blast furnace dust alone, cnough 
practically to meet the needs/ of the 
country. 

A-factory already has been erect- 
ed at Oldbury, near Birmingham, de- 
signed to produce 400 to 500 tons of 
chloride weekly from 
blast furnace dust and a conversion 
factory is to be added where chlor- 
ide, not needed for agricultire, may 
be converted imto other refined pot- 
Other factories are in 
contemplation, and it is expected to 


obtain especially large quantities of 


potash from the 
land iron district. 

In view of the new 
thus given to blast furnace dust, 
dealings in this raw material were 
placed in August, 1917, under gov- 
ernment control, which is working

While these promise to be the 
greatest sources of potash the article 
also describes other sources the de- 
velopment \of which is not being 
neglected. The article concludes: 

“Each month that passes renders 
Great Britain more independent of 
German potash and more able to 
disregard Germany’s continued 
threat of holding other nations to a 
ransom for potash. In her attempt 
to starve her enemies by withholding 
potash manuers it would be as diffi- 
cult for Germany to achieve success 
as it was in her recent attempts to 
starve out Great Britain by U-boat 
tactics.” 


The Musk Ox in Danger 


Numbers Seriously Reduced by Over 
Hunting 


What happened to the buffalo a 
good many years ago is now likely 
to happen to that other denizen of 
the north, the musk-ox. Some meas- 
ure of protection for it is regarded as 
necessary if it is not to become ex- 
tinct, and the conservationists in 
Cafiada have suggested that reserves 
be established, as already has been 
done for the remaining buffalo, in 
which it shall have a sanctuary. Its 
numbers, which never equaled those 
of the bison, have been seriously re- 
duced by over-hunting, and the time 
has now come to call a halt. 

The musk-ox is distinctly a north- 
ern animal, Its home.is at the very 
top of the continent, with the bounds 
of arctic and sub-arctic Canada. Half 
way down the coast of Hudson Bay 
is its farthest south, and it never 
goes west of the Mackenzie river; 
but throughout the Barren Lands, 
along the mainland Arctic coast, and 
on the islands beyond, it is king. 
Over that vast tract it roams, usually 
in herds of twenty-five or thirty, 
feeding upon gross, saxifrage plants 
and dwarf willows. The so-called 
Barrens are thickly strewn with wild 
grass, which even in winter the musk- 
ox forage on from under the snow. 
In the summer they move north, and 
before the ice breaks up cross to some 
of the Arctic islands, where they find 
pasturage very much to their liking. 

There is perhaps no animal better 
fitted to its conditions than this nor- 
thern ox, It is a thick-set animal with 
a massive head and neck and _sshort 
legs; its horns are about twenty- 
five inches long, and curve down; and 
it can boast of only an inch or two 
of tail. An average male animal is of 
about the size of a domestic ox, He 
looks clumsy, but though his body is 
heavy and his legs short, he is fairly 
nimble, and gets over rough surfaces 
and even up rocky slopes with scem- 
ing ease. He wears a heavy, cold- 
proof coat of long, brownish-black 
hair, under which is a thick growth 
of wool. 

A few hundred musk-ox pelts are 
brought down from the Arctic hunt- 
ing grounds every year, and made in- 
to sleigh robes, for which their long 
thick hair, with the undergrowth of 
wool, is very suitable. The Eskimos 
use the pelts, too, for clothing and 
bedding, but in its own country the 
musk-ox is priged especially for ‘its 
fodd value. - Its flesh makes excellent 
beef. When in good condition it is 
sweet and tender, and very nourisli- 
ing, but in the autumn it develops a 
strong flavor of musk, which has giv-
